That's the way the work is done, in 


part, though a great many of 
these 


rivals of the saloon have been

through personal efforts of the men and 
boys using them—and a liberal portion 
of "the bishop's own salary. The coal op- 
erators, too, are assisting in the uplift. 


It was a saloon that gave the bishop 


his inspiration. In company one day 
with a staunch churchman of the Protes- 
ta'ut Episcopal church he wns strolling 
about ti blfick, dismal, 2,000-population 
town on the edge of the soft coal belt 
in one of the central northern counties of 
Pennsylvania, and he said: 


"What's.tluit light streaming out down 


there!" pointing to a glaring spot on the 
landscape. 


"A saloon," was the churchman's la- 


conic reply. 


"Take me down; I want to see it." 
"•But bishop, it's a tough place. You 


wait until tomorrow a:ul then see it by 
daylifiht." 
"I'll see it riglit now," the bishop in- 


sisted. 
"I'M see it in full blast. 
It's 


something -I've Rot to fight and fight 
right, and I want to study it." 


He Studied That Saloon. 


And- the bishop did study that saloon. 


Studied it by its own lights, noted the 
oaths and songs that intermingled as 
they floated out of the 
warm, well- 


lighted room and fell upon the ears of 
about thirty youngsters of various age? 
who played and frolicked in the only 
well lighted roadway spot iu all that dis- 
mal, coldust covered town. 


Out of that study, mixed with infor- 


mation which he quickly .gathered by 
direct investigation, talks with other 
clergymen, niinc owners, "pit bosses/* 
miners and "breaker boys," grew the 
bishop's "lighthouses." 


This incident occurred some few years 


ago, just about one month after Bishop 
Darlington, fresh from city work 
in 


.Brooklyn, where he served as rector of 
rOhriat's church for twenty-five years, as 
sumed his duties as first bishop of Har 
risburp. 
"Fight 
the 
saloon with its owl 


weapons—light, warmth, music and com- 
panionship"—says the bishop as he tells 
of his work. "A growing boy—a man, 
tn0:-needs all these things. In the'bleak 
coal towns the people usually go to bed 
at'8 o'clock. 
That's early for a boy, 


.even though lie has to rise.at 5 o'clock, 
eat hurriedly and get to his pit in time 
to open doors or work switches, as ho 
crouches hour after hour in the solitude 
of a mine for eight or ten hours. 


"Think of it! Get up at 5, eat a hasty 


breakfast, take--a- lunch--in- your hand 
stumble -along half a. mile through the 
darkness to the'pit, go'down hundreds 
of feet into a dark mine,'crouch in a 
niche for eight or ten hours opening 
gates as cars whiz by—-with a chance o 
a ear breaking away, and coming dowi

By the provisions of _ the 
certificate the company has the right 
to be and to 'act as the fiscal and dis- 
bursing agent of the republic of Nicara- 
gua and to be tire depository 01 the 
government funds of the republic, to put 
into effect and maintain a plan for a 
currency system in the republic, to issue 
bank notes in accordance with the plan, 
to coin money of gold, silver or such 
other metals as the republic may decide 
upon and to transact other financial 
business for that government.

Robley Dunglison • Evans was one of

HP was one of four who volunteered to 
lead the storming party of about 100 at 
Fort Fisher and won the perilous honor 
bv the toss of a coin. He was the first 
to mount the scaling ladder and was 
wounded in both legs. 


Nearly Loses His Legs.

Surgeons wished to amputate his legs, 


but he nourished a revolver and threat- 
ened to use it. After months of suffer- 
ing he was able to limp about and was 
placed on the retired list, but pleaded

both houses of congress passed a reiolu- 
tion restoring liim to the active list and 
exempting him from physical'examina-

sas City (Kan.) Council 
of Women's. 


Clubs 1ms declared a boycott 
against! 


stores which advvrt'se by circulars uud! 
handbills. 
This is the first step in a 


"clean city" crusade which the women 
have started. 


The council of clubs is composed of rep- 


resentatives of about 
forty 
different 


•women's clubs. It represents 700 women, 
most of whom are housewives. The de- j 
cision of the women to trade no more 
with stores which send out men to scat- 
ter handbills all over the city was made 
at a meeting of the civic department of 
th« council this week. 


Dr. C. \V. Moon-, president of the Art 


Institute of Kansas City, Mo., addressed 
the women at the mectinc; on tht> subject 
of "Civic Beauty." He urged the women 
to dcvoto IPS; 'time to Tennyson 
and 


Browning and more to make their city 
beautiful. 
This is to be done, ho said, 


by keeping the streets clean, beautify- 
ing vacant lots and yards, and striv- 
ing for beauty in architecture and build- 
ing. 


"Your city is a house and the streets 


are its hall's," he said. "Cutters filled 
with trash" and waste paper, unsightly 
billboards glaring hideously from rub- 
bish-littered vacant, lots, ugly telephone 
poles and lamp posts, and unornamental 
buildings advertise the fact that your 
city is untidy and not kept in order as 
you keep your homos. You women ran 
accomplish wonders in overcoming this 
condition." 


The principal cause—or one of the chief 


ones—for so much waste paper accumu- 
lating in the streets, the women decided, 
is the circulation of advertising handbills 
and "dodgers." 


"The men who distribute these bills 


carelessly throw them into the yards," 
one of the women said. 
"They blow 


around and, of course, get 
into 
the 


streets. Then many persons glance over 
the bills, see that they como from mer- 
chants who don't amount to much, and 
they throw them away to be blown about 
in the same manner." 


After some further discussion tbe civic- 


department, acting for the entire council 
of clubs, decided against the handbill ad- 
vertisers. 


The next stumbling block in the way 


of a beautiful city which the women 
•will get after will be the billboards. In 
Kansas City, Kan., there are billboards 
on some of'the boulevards. The women 
will demand that these be removed and 
efforts will be made to have unsightly 


' 
billboards on other streets torn down.
